president, subject to his approval. 


Whether Spain shall retain posses- 


sion of the Philippines as a whole or 
in part is left to that commission to 
determine. 


The reason for deferring the decis- 


ion as to the future of the islands in 
tbis fashion is because the 
adminis- 


tration is not yet satisfied itself, as 
it is not clear at this moment what 
sound policy should dictate 
in 
the 


matter. 


Meanwhile and until the commission 


•has satisfactorily disposed of the future 
of the islands the United States is to 
exercise a military government over 
Manilla harbor and bay. 


The commission will be actually a 


ptace commission and will prepare the 
treaty which will terminate formally 
the war with Spain. 


However, a suspension of hostilities 


may be sooner declared when the Span- 
ish government shall definitely accept 
the conditions above laid down and 
renounce its authority over Cul J. and 
Porto Rico.

I take the liberty of sondiig to you, this 
morning, copy of the agreement between 
the commissioners on my part and 
tbe 


commissioners on the part of the govern- 
ment of Spain for the surrender of eastern 
Cuba. 
The schedule us submitted shows 


there to bo a little over 22.000 men and 
olBcers—about 0,000 more men thnu I have 
had myself: jnd I nm glad to say that v/e 
have trot all these men with but very llttlo 
loss of life, compared to what It would 
have been had we lind 
to 
huro fought 


them. 
The city of Santiago is simply a 


network of fortifications at every street 
corner. 


I haft no proper conception of Its strength 


until I went into it, although r knew these • 
old 
stone 
towns were 
naturally 
very ! 


strong. 
Everything is going admirably, so 


far as the transfer is concerned; and the 
Spanish troops are beiiavlnp well, us they 
are perfectly delighted at the thoughts o'f 
getting home. 


I send to you personally a telegram of 


General Linares to hl.s government, which 
one of the consuls gave me. It shows the 
straits to which tlier were put and the 
feelings that animated them. 
He stated 


the case exactly. 
1 did have him so sur- 


rounded that, it was impossible for him to 
get away; and I could wait mid he could 
not. 


I send out tomorrow morning to receive 


something over li.OOO men up In the interior 
n short distance, about 3(J miles, and in 
two or three days will send to Guantan- 
umo to receive the 7.000 that hnve surren- 
dered there. They should be shipped froTU 
Gunutanaino bay direct to Spain. There 
are about SOC> men each from liaracao and 
Sagua do Tannnio on the north coast, who 
will come into the port there 
for ship- 


ment. 
I will send an officer around with 


a Spanish officer to take their arms and 
military supplies, 


We havo gotten n great deal more than 


I bad any idea of getting in the way ot 
munitions of war. In everything but food 
they were well supplied. 
Have got a few 


beautiful, modern, high-power guus— about 
a dozen. 


My only fe.ir is that wo shall have some 


sickness; and it Is for (hat reason that I 
have wired you so earnestly about getting 
these prisoners away, so that \ve can go 
up In the mountains with my command 15 
or 20 miles, at the end of the railroad at 
San Luiz, which is said to be very healthy. 
It Is, any rate, about 100 feet nbove tho 
sea, and has communication by rail with 
Santiago. 


So Car there is no fever in Santiago. I 


suppose because there is no one there ex- 
cept immimes. 
Three cases only so far 


this year, and the English consul tells ma 
there was very little last year. 


Of those who served throughout the civil 


war, 
all declare they nevex had anything 


that would compare with It for hardship.
